Announcement of Intention To Nominate 
Marshall Wright. December 21, 1973 


The President today announced his intention to nomi- 
nate Marshall Wright, of Arkansas, to be Ambassador to 
Cyprus. He will succeed Robert J. McCloskey, who has 
been confirmed by the Senate to be Ambassador at Large. 

Mr. Wright, a career Foreign Service officer, has been 
Assistant Secretary of State for Congressional Relations 
since May 29, 1973, and was Deputy Assistant Secretary 
for Congressional Relations from 1972 to 1973. During 
1969, he attended the National War College, and from 
1970 to 1972, Mr. Wright was on the National Security 
Council staff. 

He was born on July 14, 1926, in El Dorado, Ark. Mr. 
Wright attended the University of Arkansas and was 
graduated from the Georgetown School of Foreign Service 
in 1951. He served in the U.S. Marine Corps from 1944 
to 1946, and from 1950 to 1953, he was self-employed in 
investments and real estate. He entered the Foreign Serv- 
ice in 1953 and was assigned to Port Said. During 1957- 
58, he attended the Foreign Service Institute and Cornell 
University, studying the Southeast Asia area and language. 
He has been stationed at Rangoon (1958-60) and Bang- 
kok (1966-67). 

From i961 to 1962, he was Thailand Desk Officer in 
the Bureau of East Asian Affairs. From 1962 to 1963, 
Mr. Wright was Special Assistant to the Assistant Secre- 
tary, Bureau of Public Affairs, and from 1964 to 1966, 
he was Deputy Office Director and Department Spokes- 
man, Bureau of Public Affairs. From 1967 to 1969, he 
was detailed to the National Security Council staff. Mr. 
Wright received the Meritorious Service Award in 1966 
and the Group Distinguished Honor Award in 1973. 

Mr. Wright is married to the former Mickey Johnson. 
They have two sons and reside in Washington, D.C.

Announcement of Intention To Nominate 


James F. Campbell. December 21, 1973 


The President today announced his intention to nomi- 
nate James F. Campbell, of Bethesda, Md., to be Am- 
bassador to El Salvador. He will succeed Henry E. Catto, 
Jr., who has resigned. 


Mr. Campbell has been with the Agency for Inter- 
national Development since 1971, serving as Assistant 
Administrator for Program and Management Services 
since July 1971, after serving as Deputy Assistant Ad- 
ministrator for Administration. From 1963 to 1970, he 
was chairman and managing director of Esso Standard, 
South Africa, and from 1966 to 1970, he served as vice 
chairman and director of Triomf Fertilizer and Chemical 
Co., South Africa, and as resident director of Esso Ex- 
ploration and Production, South Africa. 

He was born on May 14, 1912, in Lonaconing, Md. 
Mr. Campbell received his B.A. from St. John’s College 
in 1932 and attended George Washington University 
Law School. He served as an officer in the U.S. Navy 
from 1943 to 1948 and attended the Naval War College 
during 1944—45.

The purpose of the Administrative Conference is to 
develop improvements in the legal procedures by which 
Federal agencies, in administering regulatory, benefit, and 
other Government programs, fix the rights and obligations 
of private persons and business interests through agency 
adjudication, rulemaking, and investigative proceedings. 


United States Ambassador 
to Guyana 


Announcement of Intention To Nominate 


Max V. Krebs. December 21, 1973 


The President today announced his intention to nomi- 
nate Max V. Krebs of Laguna, Calif., to be Ambassador 
to Guyana. A Foreign Service officer of Class one, Mr. 
Krebs is now serving as Deputy Chief of Mission in Bue- 
nos Aires, Argentina. He will succeed Spencer M. King 
who is resigning. 

He was born June 26, 1916, in Powhattan, Ohio. Mr. 
Krebs received his A.B. degree from Princeton University 
in 1937. He served with the United States Army as a 
captain from 1941-46. From 1937 to 1947, he was in 
private industry. He joined the Foreign Service in 1947 
and has served in Montevideo, Bogota, Antwerp, Manila, 
Rio de Janeiro, Guatemala, and Panama. His depart- 
mental assignments include Personnel Officer, Special 
Assistant to the Under Secretary of State, and Special As- 
sistant to the Secretary of State. He has been Deputy 
Chief of Mission in Guatemala and Buenos Aires. 

Mr. Krebs is married to the former Esther Winn, and 
they have two children. 


Emergency Energy Legislation 


Statement by the President on the Failure To Enact 
the Legislation Prior to Congressional Adjournment. 


December 22, 1973 


From my own service in the Senate and House of 
Representatives I know how difficult it is, in the closing 
hours of a session, to obtain agreement on controversial, 
complex legislation. Therefore, I can understand the 
strain and frustration which marked the unsuccessful Con- 
gressional efforts to enact an Emergency Energy Act in 
acceptable form before adjournment. 

Nevertheless, I do regret very much that during this 
critical period just ahead we will not have the emergency 
powers I requested to meet the energy crisis, so that we 
could proceed more effectively to get the job done right— 
and on time. 

The great majority of Americans, however, have al- 
ready responded in a way that makes me confident we 
can get on with the job even without having the legisla- 
tion in place at this time. It will be harder without the 
legislation, but it can be done. We will continue pressing 
for maximum voluntary cooperation in conserving en- 
ergy, continue our efforts to assure fairness in distribution 
of available stocks of fuel, and continue doing all we can, 
using existing authorities, to expand production of fuel. 

When Congress returns in January, I hope and trust 
that we can move promptly toward passage of new legis- 
lation that will be fair and effective—and that we can 
work toward this in a spirit of constructive cooperation 
between the political parties and between the executive 
and legislative branches. In short, I trust we can work 
toward it as concerned Americans meeting a challenge 
that we face together and are determined to meet to- 
gether. 


Menominec Restoration Act 


Statement by the President Upon Signing the Bill Into 
Law. December 22, 1973 


The signing of H.R. 10717 represents an important 
turning point in the history of the American Indian 
people. By restoring the Menominee Indian Tribe to 
Federal trust status, the United States has at last made 
a clear reversal of a policy which was wrong, the policy 
of forcibly terminating Indian tribal status. 


I indicated my strong opposition to such termination 
in my message to the Congress of July 8, 1970. I con- 
tinue to believe that the Congress should rescind the out- 
moded House Concurrent Resolution 108 of 1953 in 
which this ill-advised termination policy was first set 
forth. 
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The case of the Menominees is a clear example of the 
unwisdom and unworkability of forced termination. Res- 
toration is a particularly apt course to adopt in this in- 
stance because of two characteristics of the Menominees’ 
situation. First, it can be argued that the Msenominees 
did not willingly enter into termination. Secondly, unlike 
many other terminated tribes, the Menominees have re- 
mained a remarkably cohesive Indian group with their 
own government and have maintained a strong attach- 
ment to their former reservation land by preserving their 
land base virtually intact. 

I am also very pleased that H.R. 10717 incorporates 
one of the most important features of my legislative 
agenda for Indian people—authority to make grants to 
Indian tribal governments, upon their request, to carry out 
Indian programs administered by the Secretary of the 
Interior. I believe that the Menominees’ experience with 
self-government indicates that this granting procedure 
could be a most useful one for them to have in dealing 
with the Federal Government. 

I join the national Indian organizations, the Congress, 
and the public in expressing my pleasure and satisfaction 
at seeing this bill enacted. I especially salute the Meno- 
minee people and their leaders for their persuasiveness 
and perseverance in using the tools of the political process 
to bring about peaceful change. 

The legislative agenda in the area of Indian affairs is 
still a long and significant one. Many of the items on that 
agenda are recommendations which I made fully 31% 
years ago. I am confident that the Congress will continue 
to move ahead with these tasks in the same constructive 


and bipartisan spirit which characterized the enactment 
of H.R. 10717.

District of Columbia 
Self-Government and 
Governmental Reorganization Act 


Statement by the President Upon Signing the Bill Into 
Law. December 24, 1973 


As a longtime supporter of self-government for the Dis- 
trict of Columbia, I am pleased to sign into law a measure 
which is of historic significance for the citizens of our Na- 
tion’s Capital. I first voted for home rule as a member of 
the House of Representatives in 1948, and I have en- 
dorsed the enactment of home rule legislation during both 
my terms as President. 

One of the major goals of this Administration is to place 
responsibility for local functions under local control and 


to provide local governments with the authority and re- 
sources they need to serve their communities effectively. 
The measure I sign today represents a significant step in 
achieving this goal in the city of Washington. It will give 
the people of the District of Columbia the right to elect 
their own city officials and to govern themselves in local 
affairs. As the Nation approaches the 200th anniversary 
of its founding, it is particularly appropriate to assure 
those persons who live in our Capital City rights and priv- 
ileges which have long been enjoyed by most of their 
countrymen. 

But the measure I sign today does more than create 
machinery for the election of local officials. It also 
broadens and strengthens the structure of the city govern- 
ment to enable it to deal more effectively with its respon- 
sibilities. For example, this legislation transfers to the city 
government control over certain quasi-Federal agencies: 
the Redevelopment Land Agency, the District of Colum- 
bia Manpower Administration, the National Capital 
Housing Authority, and the local planning functions of 
the National Capital Planning Commission. These steps 
are in accord with the recommendations of the Commis- 
sion on the Organization of the Government of the Dis- 
trict of Columbia, known also as the Nelsen Commission. 
By making such transfers, the bill will end the fragmenta- 
tion of authority over the city’s physical planning, hous- 
ing, community development, and manpower programs, 
steps which are essential to the development of the city’s 
neighborhoods, to the health of its economy, to the effec- 
tive coordination of its public services, and to the overall 
success of self-government. 

Under this legislation, the increased authority for local 
government will be vested in an elected mayor and a 13- 
member council, headed by an elected chairman. The 
measure also contains a provision to assure minority politi- 
cal party representation on the council. 

In addition, the bill also provides broad revenue rais- 
ing authority for the city, enabling the people through 
their elected representatives to determine how to pay for 
the services they require. At the same time, final Congres- 
sional review of the District’s appropriation process is 
retained under this measure. 

It is also important for the city to receive a predictable 
Federal payment. Only then can it plan its finances in a 
rational manner. The bill, therefore, provides for an in- 
creasing multiyear authorization for Federal payments to 
the city, giving greater predictability to the Federal pay- 
ment than has previously existed. As the principal em- 
ployer in Washington, D.C., the Federal Government 
recognizes its responsibility to pay its fair share of the 
operations of the District government. 

The measure I sign today also empowers the city to 
issue its own obligations, while providing financially sound 
limitations to its borrowing authority comparable to those 
which exist in most other municipalities in the United 
States. 
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The District of Columbia is a unique combination of 
Federal and local concerns, each of which must be satis- 
fied. All in all, I believe this legislation skillfully balances 
the local interest and the national interest in the way the 
District of Columbia is governed. I am pleased that the 
bill has enjoyed bipartisan support throughout the Con- 
gressional deliberations, and I am proud to join the Con- 
gress in pledging the full support of my Administration to 
make self-government a success in the District of Colum- 
bia.

United States Military Academy 


Announcement of the Report by the Board of 
Visitors. December 26, 1973 


The President has received the April 1973 Report of 
the Board of Visitors to the United States Military Acad- 
emy. The Board, which met at West Point, New York, 
on April 26-27, 1973, is required by law to meet annually 
to inquire into the state of morale and discipline, the cur- 
riculum, instruction, physical equipment, financial affairs, 
academic methods, and other matters relating to the Acad- 
emy which the Board decides to consider and report its 
findings to the President. 

The Board consists of six Presidential appointees, three 
Vice Presidential appointees, four appointed by the 
Speaker of the House, and a member designated by the 
Chairman of the Armed Services Committee from each 
Congressional body. 

The Board reached the following conclusions: 

1. The Corps of Cadets is well-motivated, in a satisfac- 
tory state of discipline, and of highly acceptable deport- 
ment. 

2. The present curriculum of the Academy is a sound 
one, is in conformity with the Academy’s missions, and its 
management, under the Academic Board and the Dean, is 
in effective hands. 

3. The requirements for the West Point Museum and 
Visitors’ Center are urgent, and the problem is com- 
mended to the attention of the Superintendent and the 
Department of the Army for solution and early affirma- 
tive action. 

4. The Academy is discharging its mission in a resource- 
ful and highly effective manner. 

5. The personnel of the West Point garrison, and the 
staff and faculty of the Academy are well-trained, profes- 
sionally competent, and sincerely devoted to the ideals 
and purposes to which the Academy is dedicated. 

6. The Superintendent, Lt. Gen. William A. Knowl- 
ton, is to be commended for his exemplary leadership, his 


comprehensive understanding of the responsibilities of his 
command, his able appreciation of the problems faced 
by the Academy, and his decisiveness in directing appro- 
priate actions toward their solution. 

The Board took the following positions: 

1. That the Academic Board continue to give due con- 
sideration to each of the recommendations submitted by 
the Curriculum Review Board in its report of December 
15, 1972, and that the Army actively support those spe- 
cific actions for which its assistance may be requested by 
the Superintendent. 

2. That the Department of Defense continue to give its 
urgent support to the Academy’s 100-bed hospital project 
to the end that its approval and funding be accomplished 
and its construction begin FY 1974 as scheduled. 

3. Providing that the Department of Defense follows 
through with its current intention to expand the strength 
of the Corps of Cadets to 4417, that Army strongly sup- 
port early funding and construction of the proposed 
southwest addition to the cadet gymnasium urgently 
needed in view of the enlarged size of the Corps and the 
present inadequacy of gymnasium facilities, and that this 
item be included in the 1975 MCA Program.

United States Naval Academy 


Announcement of the Report by the Board of 
Visitors. December 26, 1973 


The President has received the April 11-12, 1973, re- 
port of the Board of Visitors to the United States Naval 
Academy. The Board, which met at Annapolis, Md., is 
required by law to meet annually to inquire into the state 
of morale and discipline, the curriculum, instruction, 
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physical equipment, financial affairs, academic methods, 
and other matters relating to the Academy which the 
Board decides to consider and to report its findings to the 
President. 

The Board consists of six Presidential appointees, three 
Vice Presidential appointees, four appointed by the 
Speaker of the House, and a member designated by the 
Chairman of the Armed Services Committee from each 
Congressional body. 

The Board reached the following conclusions : 

1. The new summer school program, designed to allow 
deserving midshipmen who have fallen behind to catch 
up without repeating a year, will be followed. 

2. The newly instituted direct counseling program ap- 
plied by the Academic Dean to midshipmen who are in 
academic difficulty will be monitored. 

3. There are shortfalls in meeting the personnel require- 
ments of the Naval Station as well as slippages in the 
construction and rehabilitation programs. 

4. The completed design for the Recreational Park will 
be reviewed by the Board. 

5. A new course entitled “The Naval Officer and the 
Human Person,” which includes morals and ethics, will 
be inserted in the curriculum and will be examined by the 
Board. 

6. The Academy’s efforts to increase the percentage of 
engineering, mathematics, science, and operations analy- 
sis majors in order to provide an increasing number of 
graduates capable of manning the increasingly complex 
ships and aircraft of the fleet is endorsed. 

7. The motivation, enthusiasm, and competence of the 
midshipmen encountered by the Board is impressive. 

The Board took the. following position : 

That the command structure of the Academy be modi- 
fied ; that the Academy be established as a separate major 
claimant, and that the Superintendent report directly to 
the Chief of Naval Operations.

Announcement of the Report by the Board of 
Visitors. December 26, 1973 


The President has received the April 1973 Report of 
the Board of Visitors to the United States Air Force 
Academy. The Board, which met at Colorado Springs, 
Colo., on April 12-15, 1973, is required by law to meet 
annually to inquire into the state of morale and discipline, 
the curriculum, instruction, physical equipment, financial 
affairs, academic methods, and other matters relating to 
the Academy which the Board decides to consider and 
report its findings to the President. 

The Board consists of six Presidential appointees, three 
Vice Presidential appointees, four appointed by the 
Speaker of the House, and a member designated by the 
Chairman of the Armed Services Committee from each 
Congressional body. 

The Board reached the following conclusions: 

1. The Academy is to be commended for the “Air 
Force Academy Congressional Guide,” which was distrib- 
uted to all Congressional offices this year. The publica- 
tion suggests procedures and deadline dates for use of 
Congressional nominated sources. 

2. Efforts to centralize the scheduling and review of 
medical candidates to the five Service Academies, which 
have resulted in streamlining the application process and 
in realizing considerable savings, are to be commended. 

3. The significant improvement of the decorum of the 
Cadet Wing in the Dining Hall, the result of prompt and 
effective action by the Cadet Wing and the Academy 
staff, is to be commended. 

4. The morale of the Cadet Wing is high. 

5. The Academy’s foresight and planning for the pos- 
sible admission of women at some future date when it be- 
comes clear that it is the will of the people, as reflected 
through the Congress, is commended. 

6. The Academy is being capably and effectively ad- 
ministered under the excellent leadership of Lt. Gen. Al- 
bert P. Clark, Superintendent; Brig. Gen. Hoyt S. Van- 
denberg, Jr., Commandant of Cadets; Brig. Gen. William 
T. Woodyard, Dean of Faculty; and Col. Francis E. Mer- 
ritt, Director of Athletics. 

The Board took the following positions: 

1. That limited overnight accommodations, now 
planned for the Education Center, be examined for pos- 
sible expansion if it is not too late for consideration. 

2. That the Education Center be considered, along 
with other appropriate buildings, for naming in honor 
of Gen. Emmett O’Donnell, Jr., in recognition of his serv- 
ice to the Board of Visitors and the Air Force Academy. 

3. That study and evaluation continue until the best 
possible solution is reached to alleviate the transportation

problem for cadets who desire to leave the Academy 
grounds during authorized off-duty hours. 
4. That the Academy continue its study of the attrition 
problem, specifically that candidate selection procedures 
assure that adequate attention be paid to the motivation 
of a candidate for wanting to attend the Academy and 
that every effort be made to select only those candidates 
whose personal objectives are consistent with the Acad- 
emy’s objectives of graduating career Air Force officers; 
and that every part of the Academy programs be evalu- 
ated in light of how it contributes to the preparation 
and motivation of a young man for an Air Force career 
and any functions which do not make a positive contribu- 
tion must be reoriented or deleted. 
5. That the Academy staff undertake a study of activi- 
ties available to cadets on weekends and during other 
off-duty hours. 
6. That the Academy, in addition to its normal costing 
methods, investigate a system such as the WICHE-— 
NCHEMS method (Western Interstate Commission on 
Higher Education—National Commission on Higher 
Educational Management Systems), on an experimental 
basis to develop cost data for comparative purposes and 
present it to the Board at its next meeting.

Executive Order 11754. December 26, 1973 


Mopiryinc Rates OF INTEREST EQUALIZATION TAx 


Wuereas, I have determined that the rates of tax pre- 
scribed under section 1 of Executive Order No. 11464, 
dated April 3, 1969, with respect to acquisitions of stocks 
of foreign issuers and debt obligations of foreign obligors 
made after April 4, 1969, are higher than the rates of tax 
necessary to limit the acquisitions by United States per- 


sons of stocks of foreign issuers and debt obligations of for- 
eign obligors within a range consistent with the balance- 
of-payments objectives of the United States; 

Now, THEREFORE, by virtue of the authority vested in 
me by section 4911(b)(2) of the Internal Revenue 
Code of 1954, and as President of the United States, it is 
hereby ordered as follows: 

SecTIon 1. Section 1 of Executive Order No. 11464, 
dated April 3, 1969, is hereby amended to read as follows: 

“SecTIon 1. Rates of Tax. 

“(a) Rates applicable to acquisitions of stock. The tax 
imposed by section 4911 of the Internal Revenue Code of 
1954 on the acquisition of stock shall be equal to 3.75 per- 
cent of the actual value of the stock. 

“(b) Rates applicable to acquisitions of debt obiiga- 
tions. The tax imposed by section 4911 of the Internal 
Revenue Code of 1954 on the acquisition of a debt obli- 
gation shall be equal to a percentage of the actual value 
of the debt obligation measured by the period remaining 
to its maturity and determined in accordance with the

House. 

The President, Mrs. Nixon, and their daughter Tricia 
Cox flew by commercial airliner to California for a stay 
at the Western White House at San Clemente. In making 
the announcement of the President’s departure, Deputy 
Press Secretary Gerald L. Warren said that the President 
chose this method of travel to demonstrate confidence in 
ccmmercial air service and as an example for the Amer- 
ican public in the conservation of energy.
